“The National Civil Service Reform 
League profoundly regrets that the 
Secretary of State appears to have 
suggested and advocated and later pub- 
licly justified the use of the customs 
service of Santo Domingo, constitut- 
ing a national trust for the benefit 
of another American republic and its 
creditors to reward partisan services 
in our domestic politics. The National 
Civil Service Reform League, by its 
governing body, declares this course 
plainly inconsistent, not only with 
fidelity to the principles of the merit 
system and with the purpose avowed 
in the Democratic national platform 
of 1912 to make ‘merit and ability 
the standard of appointment and pro- 
motion, rather than service to a po- 
litical party,’ but with ordinary good 
faith toward the Dominican Repub- 
lic and its creditors. It hereby pub- 
licly expresses its earnest hope that 
the President will promptly take such 
effective action as may prevent the 
practical application of a policy so 
generally and so justly condemned.”

Aristocrats; Diplomats and 
Populace Urge Cessation 
of the War.

ROME, Feb. 7.—There was an im- 
pressive scene in St. Peter's today 
when Pope Benedict intoned his 
prayer for peace. 

The great edifice was thronged 
with worshippers when the Pontiff, 
surrounded by twenty-two cardinals, 
mounted to the papal altar. Standing 
between the four richly-gilded spiral 
columns of the Bernini canopy, Pope 
Benedict intoned the prayer, which 
Was repeated by the kneeling multi- 
tude, whose voices echoed throughout 
the great temple. The prayer was to 
the of all mercies, King of 
Peace.” 

The Pope on arriving and departing 
Was accorded an ovation. As he was 
leaving after the ceremonies there 
were many cries of “Long live the 
Pope!“ and “Give us peace.” 

Despite the downpour of rain at 
3 o'clock this afternoon all the bells 
df the 400 churches in Rome pealed 
out, calling the people to services to 
implore the cessation of the war and 
the establishment of peace. More 
than 60,000 persons gathered in St. 
Peters. 

The immense basilica appeared 
more imposing than on usual occa- 
sions, there being no decoration except 
the numerous candlesticks with their 
flickering flames on the papal altar 
under the colossal dome where the 
Pope alone says mass. 

Before the altar stood the great 
faldstool, which s approached by five 
steps, from which the Pope prayed. 
Special places had been reserved for 
the members of the Sacred College, 
the patriarchs, archbishops, bishops 
and diplomats, members of the aris- 
tocracy and of the papal court and 
representatives of all the religious in- 
stitutions. 


POPE’S PRAYER 
READ IN FRANCE. 


ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
PARIS, Feb. J. 11:45 p.m.—The 
prayer for peace of Pope Benedict was 
read in all the churches of France to- 


day without special incident. The 
congregations everywhere were un- 
usually large. 

In view of the misunderstanding 
which led to the recent seizure by the 
police of the Department of the Seine 
of periodicals containing the text of 
the prayer the priests officiating at the 
services today gave brief explanations 
of the motives of the Pope in issuing 
the-prayer. Cardinal Amette, presid- 
ing over the ceremony in Notre Dame 
cathedral, said: * 

“The Pope in asking us to pray for 
peace and the ending of the war 
which is plunging the whole of Europe 
into blood, meang that your prayers 
should implore a lasting peace. The 
peace which the Pope desires will not 
be signed until all the wrongs with 
which the war that is raging is at- 
tended are righted. That can only be 
through a victory of our arms and 
those of our allies.”

PEKING (Chifla) Feb. 7.—Military 
action to enforce its demands upon 


China has been threatened by the 
Japanese government, according to a 
cable message from the Chinese Min- 
ister at Tokio. It is believed in official 
circles here, however, that the com- 
munication should not be taken too 
seriously. 

Both public men and newspapers 
are urging President Yuan Shi Kai to 
let Japan seize by force what she 
wishes, as China would be unable to 
oppose her, but refuse to grant humil- 
jating concessions. It is reported that 
President Yuan Shi Kai intends to 
meet some of the demands, granting 
Japan such concessions as would be 
given to any other country, but stub- 
bornly resisting any transgression of 
China’s sovereign rights. The govern- 
ment is observing Japan's require- 
ments that secrecy be maintained in 
conducting negotiations, as it is de- 
sired to give Japan every opportunity 
of moderating her demands without 
losing prestige.

President Decides to Play “Lone Hand” on Latest and 
Most Serious Aspect of Shipping Embroglio, and the 
Recent Use of American Flag by the Lusitania will

pronouncement of neutral rights 
is to be made by President Wilson as 
a result of the Berlin decree of Ger- 
many establishing a “zone of opera- 
tions“ around the British Isles and of 
various acts committed by Great 
Britain. 

This pronouncement will be made 
by the United States alone and not 
in conjunction with other neutral 
powers. The President has determined 
to play a lone hand and not to be 
drawn into a “neutrality league,” as 
proposed by Venesuela, because such 
a league might be interpreted as aimed 
at one or more of the belligerent na- 
tions. Germany frankly stated ‘ts 
action is in consequence of the step 
taken by Great Britain a few months 
ago, the effect of which was to close 
the North Sea except to ships accept- 
ing British safe conduct. 

The combined result of what both 

powers have done is to create a condi- 
tion which may have a far-reaching 
effect upon American trade. 
Against Great Britain's notification 
no protest was made by the United 
States. Indeed, anything of the kind 
was practically impossible, because 
the reason advanced In support of the 
British policy was that floating and 
stationary mines endangered ship- 
ping, both belligerent and neutral, and 
that the security of that shipping 
justified the London government in 
urging neutrals to confine their ves- 
sels to routes fixed by it. 

GERMANY HAS SUFFERED. 
Germany has suffered from th‘s 
action of Great Britain, as well as 
from the latter’s seizure of cargoes 
consigned to German people and it is 
claimed useless for war purposes, 
Therefore Germany issued the decr-e, 
I nkly Wan act of retaliation against 
the enemy, and so carefully worded 
as not directly to call for Violation 
of principles of international law.

“Tf one of the contracting parties 
should be engaged in war with any 
other power the free intercourse and 
commerce of the subjects or citizens 
of the party remaining neuter with 
the belligerent powers shall not be in- 
terrupted. On the contrary, in that 
case, as in full peace, the vessels of 
the neutral party may navigate freely 
to and from the ports and on tne 
coasts of the belligerent parties, free 
vessels making free in so Much 
that all things may be adjudged free 
which shall be on board any vessel 
belonging to the neutral party, al- 
though such things belong to an ene- 
my of the other; and the freedom 
shall be extended to persons who shall 
be on board a free vessel, although 
they should be enemies to the other 
party, unless they be soldiers in the 
actual service of such enemy.” 

BERLIN DECREE. 


The Berlin decree does not directly 
forbid trade between the United States 
and England. It merely warns neu- 
trals against entrusting their goods 
and persons to belligerent merchant 
ships and states that “it is advisable” 
for neutral ships to avoid entering the 
described “war area.” In other 
words, the decree seeks, by itntimida-

WILL PROTEST USE 
OF AMERICAN FLAG. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 7.—President Wil- 
son this afternoon sent for Coun- 
sellor Lansing of the State Depart- 
ment and, discussed with him for half 
an hour steps that this government 
will take to protect the American flag 
from further misuse by belligerent 
ships. 

It is understood that the President 
is greatly chagrined at the action of 
Capt. Dow of the Lusitania, in running 
the Stars and Stripes on his ship to 
protect her from German submarines. 
As a result of the White House con- 
ference, Counsellor Lansing has in- 
structed Ambassador Page at London 
to cable a full report of the Lasitania 
incident and thoroughly investigate re- 
ports that the American flag is being 
used by British vessel whenever 
their captains deem it expedient to 
attempt to hide the identity of their 
veasels. 

It is understood that the President 
will immediately protest to the Brit- 
ish goyernment against this. 

There was considerable conflict of 
opinion today between international 
authorities concerning the extent to 
which the administration can go to 
enforce its demand that the flag shall 
not be used by vessels of the bel- 
ligerents. The fact that all available 
precedents, quoted from statements 
made by former American Secre- 
tarles of State, admit in effect, 
that this government its virtually 
powerless to stop the use of the flag 
by foreign-owned ships put a num- 
ber of the administration leaders in a

LONDON, Feb. 1.—A graphic de- 
scription of the trench warfare which 
has prevailed on the western front for 
many weeks is given by the British 
“eyewitness” in hig description of 
German attacks on British lines and 
British counter-attacks which were 
made last Monday. He says: 

“The Germans again attacked south 
of La Bassee canal but not tn such 
@trength as on previous occasions. 
Fighting began in the early hours of 
the morning with an assault on a 
small trench close to the canal. This 
Was successful, two loca! counter-at- 
tacks carried out by us failing to ro- 
gain the ground lost. 

“When daylight came, however, our 
artillery opened such an accurate fire 
on the enemy that their positions be- 
came untenable. A stronger counter- 
attack then was delivered and our 
men, rushing forward, not only drove 
the Germans from the trench they 
had captured, but seized another post 
on the enemy's side of it on an em- 
bankment ot the canal. There were 
® succession of German posts on this 
embankment and we had now estab- 

ourselves in one of them. 

“Our supports then came up and 
ng through our firing lines hold- 
the first of the enemy’s posts, 

rushed on to the second, driving out 
the garrison at the point of the o- 
met. Thence our men were enabled to 
take in the flank one of the enemy's 
trenches to the south. Along this they 
fought their way, throwing hand 
Srenades until they had dislodged the 
Germans on a considerable length. 
We thus established ourselves firmly 
in an tageous position on the 
canal bank and in adjoining trenches. 
During this action we captured four- 
teen prisoners, many wounded and 
two machine guns. Our losses were

there literally were almost wiped out, 
75 bodies being counted in front 
of the defenders line.

NEUTRALITY MEETING.

HICAGO, Feb. 7.— J. J. O'Leary ' 

of New York, president of the 

American Truth Society, denounced 
England, pleaded for Germany and 
ridiculed the United States at a mass 
meeting here today under the auspices 
of the American Neutrality League. 
The avowed purpose of the meeting 
was the promotion of peace, and a 
large crowd attended, a great percent- 
age of the audience being Germans. 

“I believe it was right in this hall 
that William J. Bryan, our gifted Sec- 
retary of State, proclaimed that the 
Republican party was trying to cru- 
city the people of this country upon 
a cross of gold,” Mr. O' said. 

“He is now trying to crucify the 
_fatherlands of more than 25,000,000 
of aes people upon a cross of British 
gold.” 

There was hissing at the mention 
of Mr. Bryan's name and the chair- 
man of the meeting arose and de- 
eclared he would leave the platform 
unless neutrality was preserved. 

Gustavus Schvan, a Swedish lectur- 
er, who was to have been one of the 
chief speakers, told the audience he 
had sat in shame listening to the in- 
flammatory speeches. He was not in 
sympathy with the spirit shown, he 
said, and would not have come to the 
meeting had he foreseen the charac- 
ter it was to assume. 

Frank Buchanan. a union labor 
leader, was met with hoots and cat- 
calla when he defended the sincerity 
of purpose of Mr. Bryan. 

“While I may not agree with the 
Secretary of State,“ he said, “I do 
believe in his sincerity in his work 
for peace, and I believe he will be 
able to do some work that will be 
valuable. You are not going to make 
progress by appealing to prejudice.” 


The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, pas- 
tor of All Souls’ Church, who had been 
asked to as chairman, arrived 
half an hour ate. When he reached 
the Coliseum he found the sidewalk 
lined by men selling banners bearing 
pictures of the German peror, the

Sian flag? Put them all there, I 
say. If this is a pro-German and an 
anti-British meeting, and mind you, 
my attitude would be the same if it 
were pro-British and anti-German, I 
have mo place here, and respectfully 
beg leave to withdraw.” 

Before the arrival of Dr. Jones, the 
meeting adopted the declarations of 
the principles of neutrality adopted 
at Washington in a conference of va- 
rious organizations, as well as forma! 
resolutions protesting against the ex- 
port of arms, ammunition and muni- 
tions of war, calling for the national 
control of the manufacture of wea- 
pons, and for peace and harmony in 
the promotion of neutrality without 
arousing animosities. The resolu- 
tions deprecated the use of airships 
as a means of dropping bombs or 
other missiles of destruction on un-

Grand Admiral Von Koester, presi- 
dent of the German Navy League, in 
an address at Kiel University today, 
discuesed the considerations govern- 
ing the part that is to be played by 
the German navy in the present war. 

He declared that the relative 
strength of the German fleet com- 
pared to the Anglo-French-Russian 
fleet ig perhaps one to four. The 
British, he added, perhaps estimated 
German lust for battle so highly that 
they had said to themselves, Some 
day they will come and we shall be 
able to assume battle in a situation 
favordble to us.” 

Another possibility, Admiral Von 
Koester declared, was that the British 
have a higher regard for the Ger- 
man fleet than Nelsog had for the 
French or the Spanish. That the of- 
fensive spirit of the Germans is great- 
er than that of the British, the ad- 
miral continued, can justly be as- 
sumed when one recalis that the Ger- 
mans took an offensive against Eng- 
land's east coast, whereas the Eng- 
lish have not dared to approach the 
German coast. 

“We are full of the firmest cohfi- 
dence in our fleet,” said Admiral Von 
Koester, “but we know that a sea 
battle means death or victory and that 
a destroyed fleet cannot be replaced 
in the course of the war, even if it 
lasts for years. We must, therefore. 
under all conditions, be cautious in 
our procedure and allow ourselves to 
be incited to no deed which might 
eventuate in our defeat. 

“Our fleet must protect all condt- 
tions and may accept battle only when 
it can reckon on victory.” 

Admiral Von Koester declared that 
the course of the naval war up to 
the present had caused him great 
surprise. He added that the British 
Secretary of State for the Navy seven 
years ago declared Germany

GERMANY’S NEED OF COPPER. 


Why England Puts the Metal on the 
Contraband List in Hope of Crip- 
pling the Kaiser's Army. 

{New York Sun:] If any British 
authority should be well informed 
about Germany's production and im- 
portation of copper and her need of 
the metal in peace and war, Prof. W. 
J. Ashley of the University of Bir- 
mingham is the man. He is held in 
such good esteem in Germany that 
his “Progress of the German Working 
— and other books on eco- 


nomics have been translated. There 
is so much misinformation about Ger- 
many’s relation to copper as absolute 
contraband by England's declaration 
that some statistics furnished by Prof. 
Ashley at a recent meeting of the 
Birmingham Metallurgical Society are 
timely and instructive. 

Germany today is the second con- 
sumer of copper in the world, the 
United States being first. England uses 
two-thirds as much copper as Ger- 
many. It is now twelve years since 
Germany forged ahead. In 1902 the 
amount used in the industries of that 
country was 100,000 tons: the total 
rose to 230,000 tons in 1912, and of 
that great amount only one-tenth was 
produced at home. Of the nine-tenths 
of imported copper fourteen-fifteenths 
came from the United States, the 
other fifteenth from England and 
Australia. In May last Germany, ac- 
cording to Prof. Ashley, had only 8000 
tons on hand, and it is his belief that 
in the interval before the war almost 
as much as used in the industries 
as Germany imported. He calculates 
that her need of copper since early in 
August, that is to say, since the war 
began, has become so great, owing to 
England's command of the sea, that 
the shortage may soon affect her mili- 
tary efficiency. 

The interest of the United States in 
selling copper to Germany, and to 
other European customers, may be 
judged from the fact that 60 per cent. 
of the world’s supply— these are not 
Prof. Ashley’s figures—is produced by 
the United States. Mexico was recent- 
ly a poor second, and other producers 
came in the following order: Spain 
and Portugal, Japan, Australia, Chile 
and Germany, with Russia eighth. 
This list reveals the difficulty the Ger- 
mans will have in getting any copper 
at all except from the United States, 
and from the United States only by 
evading British search on the high 
seas and importing by land through 
neutral countries on the continent.

“Cardinal Mercier said he requested 
his callers to return in the evening for 
an answer, but the officer declared 
they must await a reply in the car- 
dinal’s room. On the archbishop's re- 
quest telephonic confirmation of this 
order was received. Describing his 
a experiences, the cardinal 
said: 
lt is true no manacles were used 
to restrain me, but I was to have per- 
formed a service at Antwerp and was 
not permitted to go there. For three 
days I was restrained in my palace. 
Two days later I was asked to modify 
my letter and wrote another. If the 
Germans are clever they will publish 
my first pastoral.’ 
“The archbishop smiled as he made 
the final statement. Asked if he had 
any message for Americans, he said: 
Nothing, except to give the peo- 
ple of your great country assurances 
of our gratitude. We would have 
starved had it not been for you. The 
work of your relief commission has 
been very efficient.’ 

“So far as I could see, Cardinal 
Mercier was free to come and go as 
he pleased, subject, I presume, to the 
usual restrictions imposed upon Bei- 
gians. Men were at work bracing the 
walls of the cathedral and tearing 
down the parts which must be re- 
moved. Although terribly battered, it 
now appears that the beautiful build- 
ing will be saved. The damage to it 
is estimated at $200,000." 
“The people in and around Malines 
appeared as depressed as any in sym- 
pathy with Belgium, which 1 saying 
more than I can describe. They wan- 
der aimlessly through the streets 
where bands of wretched, ragged chil- 
dren beg from every one in sight. Else- 
where I was struck with the courage 
the Belgians show in efforts to rebulld 
their homes and resume their normal 
life, but of course they are utterly de- 
pendent upon supplies brought in by 
the commission.

ROW IN COUNCIL

RELEASES PRISONERS. 

Judge W. H. Sawtelle of the United 
States District Court has released 
without bail ten Federal prisoners, 
most of them Mexicans charged with 
welling liquor to Indians, on the docket 
for trial at the May term of court. 
This action was explained by Judge 
Sawtelle in open court, where the 
judge stated: “I am told that the jail 
is overcrowded, that its sanitary con- 
dition is bad, that most of you are 
required to sleep on steel floors with 
nothing but a b et between you 
and the cold steel and that this con- 
dition has existed tmroughout the past 
year. I am informed that the food 
which has been furnished you is not 
wholesome and not such food as the 
government pays for and not such 
as you are entitled to receive.” 

There are charges that the food has 
been merely restaurant leavings and 
scrapings, within which, it is claimed, 
whole turkey heads have been found. 
Phere are also allegations of vermin 
in undue quantities. Judge Sawtelle 
is said to have refused to place Fed- 
eral prisoners in the jail at Phoenix 
on the ground of about the same 
complaints that ‘have been made, 
and usually has sent prisoners con- 
victed at Phoenix up to Prescott to 
—— 42 sentences in what is con- 

ere most sanitary 
within the State. 

BANKER ARRESTED. 

G. J. Armstrong, president and 
manager of the Bowle Bank and Trust 
Company, was arrested yesterday in 
Omaha, Neb., where he will fight all 
efforts toward extradition. His broth- 
er, W. D. Armstrong, assistant in the 
bank, was arrested Monday at San 
Simon in the act of boarding a train. 
From him was secured the combina- 
tion of the safe, which, when opened, 
was found to contain only a few dol- 
lars in small change. It is understood 
that the bank had deposits of about 
$12,000, being among the very small- 
est financial institutions of th: State. 
It had a capital stock of $10,000, with 
only one local stockholder, a widow 
who had invested $1000. Cochise 
county funds to the amount of $2500 
held by the bank were protected by 
& surety company bond. The Arm-

year, and seem to have had no Ari- 
zona connections.

One allegation was 
that in May, 1913, the defendant left 
home and remained away for six 
months. The couple were married 
September 17, 1892, and practically 
all their married life had been spent 
at the Las Moras ranch in southern 
Pima county. This ranch lately was 
sold for a large sum to a California 
company, which has taken posses- 
sion, and it is understood that the 
proceeds were divided equally be- 
tween Col. Sturges and his wife. The 
defendant for twenty years has been 
on of the leaders of the Republican 
party im the Southwest, and for two 
terms held the office of Arizona mem- 
ber of the National Republican Com- 
mittee.

HAPPY PARTY: 
RECORD TRIP. 


“The Times” Eacursion Train 
is Home Again. 


Run from San Diego is Made 
in Three Hours. 
Bright Memories Treasured 
by the Travelers. 


A hundred pair of tired feet re- 
luctantly climbed aboard the Santa 
Fe special Times Exposition train in 
San Diego at 8 o'clock last night, and 
less than three hours later, by just 
three minutes, the same tired feet 
climbed down in Los Angeles, bring- 
ing to an end one of the most pleas- 
ant and successful touring events ever 
attempted in Southern California. Not 
a complaining voice, not a disagree- 
able expression was heard from a one 


of the tourists who on Saturday 
morning traveled to the southern city 
to view the glories of the Panama- 
California Exposition. 

There was none of the hard set pro- 
gramme, none of the herding or or- 
dering about that goes with the usual 
excursion, to be encountered in this 
first exclusive little party organized 
by The Times. On arrival at San Di- 
ego on schedule, or a little ahead, the 
baggage was all taken care of, going 
tu the Sanford Hotel, while the trav- 
elers were taken in special cars to 
the exposition grounds. 

The first vista, the glances through 
the pickets, wires and through the 
pom-pomes of the guards’ , gorgeous 
uniforms, were well worth the price 
of the entire trip, only $10. Califor- 
nia, had it but a single exposition, 
could well be proud of the gem that 
strikes the eye and cries triumphant- 
ly “California” from every nook and 
every building. The elaborated and 
beautified mission architecture spread 
itself from the moment of entrance 
to the minute of departure. 

A band awaited the excursionists at 
the gates and escorted them to the 
Cristobal Cafe, where a familiar Los 
Angeles face, Ben Singer, for years 
with Al Levy, greeted the visitors and 
gave them their first knowledge of 
the food values to be found within 
the gates of the show. The first meal 
suffered by comparison with the oth- 
ers that followed, four of them being 
furnished The Times party during 
the two days of sojourn. From the 
time of the dinner, the day belonged 
to any sort of amusement desired. 
Nothing required attendance at spe- 
cial lectures, in art galleries or assem- 
bly- rooms. 

DELIGHTS ABOUND. 

The afternoon hours, all too short, 
were passed in the cloistered walks, 
the wide halls, the dainty chapels, 
among the exhibits of California's 
treasures and wonderful collections of 
western objects. The days of the 
padres and the conquistadores were 
lived again in the architectural repro- 
ductions of famous missions, Span- 
ish basilicas and the glories of a new- 
er and greater California architec- 
ture. 

Much of the time was passed on 
“The Isthmus,” that reproduction of 
many world’s fair pikes, with its in- 
numerable barkers, its pretty  giris 
and its bizarre attractions. Most in- 
teresting of all these to the visitors 
was “The Painted Desert” exhibit of 
the Santa Fe Railroad—a replica of 
the ancient and modern Indian dwel- 
lings of New Mexico and Arizona, and 
in itself of sufficient interest and in- 
structive. value to merit a long jour- 
ney. Indians in thelr pristine grime, 
weaving baskets, jerking meat, work- 
ing silver, drying chili, were all there 
in their kivas, puebloes and lodges. 
There were Navajos, Hopis, Apaches, 
Supal and members of other tribes of 
the aborigines to entertain with dance 
and song. 

Then, too, there were the exhibits 
of the Panama Canal, war of the 
worlds, gem mines, ostrich farm and 
dozens of other smaller affairs that 
attracted. 

When the evening was growing old, 
the majority of the party had found 
their way. to the Sanford Hotel, a 
bright, new house with a pleasant 
host, and there found clean, pleasant 
quarters for the night, followed by a 
nice breakfast yesterday morning. 


TRIP ON BAY. 


Having viewed many of the splen- 
dors on land, the party became guests 
of Ralph Chandler, president of the 
Crescent Boat Company, on a trip in 
launches around the Bay of San D- 
ego. Many points of interest were 
visited and close observation of the 
war craft in the harbor, Fort Rose- 
crans and the guns at Point Loma, 
was permitted. The afternoon and 
evening were again devoted to the 
electriquettes that carry their passen- 
gers in purringly fashionable manner 
about the exposition grounds, and to 
a number of the exhibits which were 
opened as a special mark of favor by 
the officials of the exposition. 

The many garden and orchard ex- 
hibits attracted attention because of 
the perfection of propagation of fruits 
and flowers carried out. The final 
glimpse of the gem of expositions 
came to the departing travelers as 
they crossed the wonderful viaduct 
over the Canyon Cabrillo and saw for 
a moment the brilliant illumination of 
the flowering acacia, the eucalyptus, 
jassamine, clematis and the hundred 
other shrubs and flowers that scent 
the alr and vividly paint the day.

EATHER CUTS 
QUEER PRANKS. 


FORECASTER CALIS LAST YEAR 
FREAK PERIOD. 


Unusual Conditions Were Usual. 
Too Wet; Too Hot Sometimes; Too 
Cool Others, Though Thermometer 
Stayed Above Forty First Time on 
Record—Good Climate, After All, | 


The weather man has made a con- 
fession. In a little booklet just issued 
he admits he handed Los Angeles ais 
very queerest assortment of climate 
Auring 1914. “Usual conditions,” is 
shown by the records, were the only 


unusual things about last vear's 
Weather. But it was mighty good 
Weather, at that. 

The climate showed symptoms of 
hysteria—unduly warm when it 
should have been cool, and vice versa. 
The first four months of the year were 
the warm period—nearly five degrees 
above normal for the period. Then 
the next five months ran behind in 
the temperature column, causing a de- 
lightfully mild summer. October and 
November came back warm aguin, 
but December failed to keep the pace 
and pulled through with the lowest 
temperature, 40, and the only really, 
truly frost. 

It was the first year in the history 
of e local weather station during 
whith the temperature did not go be- 
low 40. March and November were 
the warmest recorded here and Octo- 
ber equalled all high records. 

The annual raipfall, 23.21, was al- 
most 60 per cent. above normal. That 
for the January-February period, 
which brought on floods that did con- 
siderable damage in this county, was 
alone more than the total raintall 
during an average year. The wettest 
event was February 18, when 1.51 
inches fell in an hour. This was the 
deciding cause of flood conditions. The 
longest continuous rain was thirty- 
period 
without rain seventy-seven days. 

There were no killing frosts during 
the year. 

One hundred and seventy-two days 
were absolutely clear and only thir- 
teen were without sunshine. One 


thunder storm was recorded and four- 
teen fogs. Strange to sar, the wet 
month of February had the highest 
percentage of sunshine—#0. 

On only ten days did the ther- 
mometer rise above 90 deg. The 
maximum, 97, was reached in Octo- 
ber. 

The strongest wind ‘or any five- 
minute period blew 36 miles an hour, 
in February. Between May and No- 
vember the maximum velocities varied 
from 16 to 18 miles an hour. The 
average velocity varied from 6.6 to 
4.7 miles.

URGES NEED OF 
BUS ORDINANCE. 


Mayor Tells the Council that 
Haste is Demanded, 


Decries Present Agitation; 
Wants it Ended. 


Outlines Rules that Should 
Govern “Jitneys.” 


Declaring an ordinance to regulate 
“jitney” busses is urgently needed and 
that there is no reason for delay,. the 
Mayor yesterday addressed a letter 
to the City Council, which for some 
time has been tinkering with the 
question of rules to govern the op- 
erations of the nickel-chasers, 

The Mayor's letter says: 

To the Honorable City Council— 

I feel that the immediate enactment 


of an ordinance properly regulating 
the “jitney” busses is urgently re- 
quired. In their present. unregulated 
condition the “jitney” busses are a 
menace to pedestrians, to thelr pas- 
sengers and to the public at large, 
conditions un- 


Until an ordinance is passes there 
is bound to be a great deal of agita- 
tion by the various factions interest- 
ed in proposing and opposing legisia- 
tion on this subject, and the notoriety 
of such agitation is, in my mind, most 
harmful to the city. 

The talk about subways, tunnels 
and the purchase of railway systems 
that has been injected into the dis- 
cussion of this question, while proper 
subjects for future action, are mat- 
ters that will take mont if not 
years, to accomplish, and ve no 
bearing upon the present issue-—that 
is, the Immediate need of efficient 
regulation of the “Jitney” busses. 

NOTHING NOVEL. 

This problem, while perhaps more 
complicated in Los Angeles than else- 
where, owing to the vast number of 
vehicles already upon our narrow 
streets, is, nevertheless, not a novel 
one, but has been met in a number of 
our western cities. 

The city of Denver met the Situa- 
tion by passing an ordinance requir- 
ing each bus to take out a franchise 
and comply with the same rules and 
regulations as other public carriers. 

The city of San Francisco has un- 
der consideration a regulating ordi- 
nance, which has, I believe, already 
beep called to your attention. 

The city of Pasadena passed, in 
November, 1914, a regulating ordi- 
nance, coples of which you have al- 
ready received. 

It would, therefore, seem that the 
situation is not so complicated as to 
necessitate long delays, but is so ur- 
gent as to require immediate action, 
and thinking perhaps that my own 
views as to what the ordinance should 
contain might aid you in your deliber- 
ations I will briefly state the points 
that I think essential that you cover 
in any ordinance that you may pass. 

OUTLINE OF ORDINANCE. 

They are as follows: 

First—A proper definition disting- 
vishing automobiles acting as public 
carriers from those engaged in the 
livery business. 

Second—A proper form of applica- 
tion covering the name of the owner, 
make of the machine, and the carry- 
ing capacity, the route proposed to be 
traveled and the schedule. 

Third—The vesting in the Public 


on all applications and to reject the 
same if the route or schedule is un- 
satisfactory, together with the right 
to change or modify routes when 
traffic conditions, or public necessity, 
in the opinion of the board, demand 
such action. 

Fourth— An indemnity bond, to be 
approved by the Utility Board, in an 
amount not less than $10,000 to ac- 
company each application. 

Fifth—The prohibition of the car- 
rying of passengers on the running 
board. 

Sixth—A provision for uniform 
signs, with prohibition against the 
carrying of nners except in cases 
of’ special events, and in accordance 
with existing ordinances, 

teventh—Provision for the revoca- 
tion of the license for failure to cov- 


‘ler route and meet schedule, carrying 


passengers upon running board, fail- 
ure to pay claims for damages, vary- 
ing route without permission of Util- 
itv Board and running car after dark 
without tonneau efficiently lighted. 

These are, in my mind, the regu- 
lations that are absolutely necessary. 
There are others which, in my opin- 
ion, it might be wise to adopt, but I 
have only attempted to state those 
that present conditions seem to most 
insistently demand.

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| sia and Germany see a pan-national- 
ism only ma dominating political im- 
perialism. With the United States it 
is quite different; she has learned 
somewhat of the lesson of Great Brit- 
ain. The British Empire began with 
the imperialistic conception, but a 
generation or so ago the British leaders 
began to discover that that sort of 
thing did not produce a stable pan- 
national empire and today British 
idealism is clearly and distinctly 
headed toward an altrustic pan-na- 
tionaliem. 

“Pan-nationalism in America, born 
of the revolt against the imperialism 
of the Georges, has always been al- 
truistic, at least in ideal. Latin 
America does not understand Anglo- 
Saxon America, because it forgets that 
for our national life the Declaration 
of Independence has been the great 
cradle song. Despite the selfishness 
of commercial representatives or the 
imperialism of a national political 
leader, the Pan-Americanism of the 
American people has been to this time 
completely altruistic. Woe be to us 
if we ever substitute the imperialism 
of a big stick studded with the steel 
of armament to take its place. We 
have been guilty of looking in that 
direction, just even enough to make 
Latin America fear that our altruism 
is nothing but a sheepskin to cover 
an imperialistic wolf. Emerson said 
America spelled opportunity: other 
words might be used with equal force, 
but of all possible words I should 
choose altruism or loking-out-for-the- 
other-fellowism. 

“As the only enduring altruism is 
the altruism of the Christ, the only 
true Pan-Americanism must be 
Christian. We shall inevitably fail of 
our national greatness unless we be 
loyal to our world altruism. If we 
lose Christ's spirit of looking out for 
the other fellow, we shal! perish as 
did Nineveh and Tyre. We need not 
be so much afraid lest the East should 
fail to receive Christ, but lest Christian 
America should lose Christ, because 
she has failed to pass on the know!l- 
edge of Christ to the rest of the 
world. 

“The other day in Britain, Lord 
Kitchener cal for 3,000,000 men and 
the money to aintain them, and 
British mothers Mmave responded by 
the gift of their noblest sons.

Much 
confusion exists on this question. 
Nearly every other conceivable - an- 
swer is given to inquiring penitents 
but the answer of an inspired apostle. 
Seldom do we hear quoted in a re- 
vival meeting the answer of Peter on 
the day of Pentecost. A great multi- 
tude of people, for the first time, hear 
the proclamation of a crucified, ris- 
en and exalted Savior. Many are 
convinced of sin, and believe in Christ, 
and cry out, saying, ‘What shall we 
do?’ Hear the answer of an inspired 
apostie, ‘Repent and be baptized, ev- 
ery one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ unto the remission of your sins 
and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Spirit.’ A clear, definite, concise 
answer, easily understood. The result 
was that 3000 heard, repented and 
were baptized. Nowadays we hear 
such answers as these given, ‘Only be- 
lieve,’ ‘Only pray,’ ‘Only be moral,’ 
etc. Back to Christ and the apostles 
in our evangelism and the world can 
be saved. 

“An understanding of the Bible

“Man was not present when the 
earth was created and. therefore. 
could have no personal knowledge of 
the way it was done. 

“According to one view the Bible 
story of creation of the unlverse and 
of man was supernaturally revealed 
to Moses who wrote the Pentateuch. 
This account is in perfect harmony 
with science. 

“A large number of Old Testament 
scholars, on the other hand, are of 
the opinion that God never revealed 
to man knowledge of geology, as- 
tronomy or lost history of any kind. 
They further say the Genesis account 
of creation is not In harmony with 
modern scientific views, and was bor- 
rowed from the Babylonians. 

“When we approach the Bible for 
religious knowledge and inspiration, 
and recognize that legend, allegory, 
tradition. etc., have been seized upon 
as vehicles to convey religious truth, 
we come from its study helped and 
blessed. 

“The world did not need the He- 
brew ecriptures or the New Testa- 
ment to teach that there is a God. 
When man is confronted with the 
might and mystery of the ocean, the 
earthquake, the storm, or gazes at 
the stars floating in the ocean depth 
of limitless space, or stands enchant- 
ed by the myriad forms of beauty. 
symmetry and harmony which greet 
the senses, he takes God as a neces- 
sary presupposition. 

“We did need the Bible to tell us 
of the exalted, just, pure, loving na- 
ture of God. 

“The character attributed to God 
by the Inspired writers of the sacred 
ecriptures, revealed a spiritual be- 
ing so superior to Greek, Babvionian 
and Egyptian deities that there is no 
comparison. 

“When rulers learn to worship the 
Father of Jesus instead of Jehovah 
of the Judges, it will be better for 
them and the world. i 
“The object of the Rible writers is 
not to compel admiration for crea- 
tion but to lead to the worship of 
the creator. 

“The Bible does not reason to con- 
vince one of the existence of God, but 
rather to bring one into harmony with 
God 

“The Bible proposes to lead us to 
an inner, uvreasoned, exprrimental 
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character into the image of Christ. 
It is good to know science, philosophy, 
metaphysics, theology and everything 
it is possible to learn, but the knowl- 
edge of God that saves man from 
sin and brings one into communion 
with the Father of all spirits ts free 
for all who will change thelr ways 
and serve God. 

“God is a spirit and may be known 
to man through the spiritual part of 
our nature. For that reason Paul 
taught “The merely intellectual man 
rejects the teaching of the spirit of 
God; for to him it is merely folly; he 
cannot grasp it, because it is to be 
understood only by spiritual insight.“ 


REV. W. I. X. DAVIS. 

WEST ADAMS u. E. CHURCH. 
THE MEN NOT AFRAID TO 

CHANCE ARE THOSE WHO 
COMPLISH THINGS. 

“Peter, the Plunger.” was the sub- 
ject of Rev. W. L. Y., Davis at the 
West Adams Methodist Episcopal 
Church yesterday morning. He said 
in part: 

“The plunging Peter is caught by 
Jesus and they come beck to the 
ship walking on the water—holding 
hands! Christ liked the plunger and 
said later, ‘Upon this rock will I build 
my church. A rock has walked the 
waves at last—just because it tried 


to. 

“Thus far there had not been much 
rock about Peter—some sand; but 
quicksand it seems. However, the 
time comes under the fire of Calvary 
and Pentacost when the sand is fused 
into igneous rock. 

“Noah was a great plunger. He 
put everything he had into a boat 
that was to weather a storm a hun- 
dred and twenty years off. Any old 
wiseacre could have told him that 
never in the recollections of the old- 
est inhabitant had there ever been 
such weather. But Noah was a great 
plunger and he was chosen to be a 
builder also—he founded the first 
ship-building interests of any impor- 
tance. He got his name into the 
headlines of the Bible! 

“It took a plunger like Abraham 
to promote a new town like 
Jerusalem. He had to see a city 
which had foundations where others 
saw but sand dunes and cactus. He 
is the best real estate man in history 
and made much money. They al- 
ways do—the plungers. He sensed 
the direction of the popwiation; he 
knew the trend was toward the beach 
of the Mediterranean. It was all in 
his mind; but a city in sume men’s 
minds is more real than others in the 
recorder’s office. 

“Moses plunged into the Red Sea, 
and like other plungers, he was given 
to build the first tabernacle. 

“David was a plunger. Nobody but 
a fool-boy would have thought of go- 
ing out single-handed against the 
glant. The fool-boys are still the 
giant-killers. It is a good thing for 
the race that a new generation comes 
along after the old one has grown 
discouraged and cracked at the 
seams, and starts something new.

DR. SHAW. 
IMMANUEL PR ESBYTERIAN. 
HIS ANSWER TO QU 
WE KNOW EACH THE 
OTHER WORLD.” 

Last evening at Immanuel Presby- 
terian Church, Dr. John Balcom Shaw 
preached the sixth sermon of a series 
on “The Hereafter,” his theme being 

Shall we know each other in the 
other world?” He said in part: 

“It gives me unspeakable comfort 
to believe and to say that there is 
no fact regarding the future life about 
which we can have greater confidence 
than concerning recognition in 
heaven. The idea o immortality and 
the idea of recogt ion after death 
are so Closely alMed, so inseparably 
related, as to be logically dissociable. 
If we are to live on in another world, 
our personality—that gwhich makes us 
what we are, that which is our vegy 
self, and distinguishes us from others 
—must continue; and if our person- 
ality continues, our individuality, and 
therefore, our identity, must abide, 
else that which contributes most to 
our essential entity, that which gives 
us our self-consciousness, perishes. 
it is a psychological truism to say 
that. if my ego is to exist hereafter 
I shall have a self-consciousness: and 
if I have a self-consciousness I shal! 
know myself from others and others 
from myself. 

“But not only are these two truths 
of continuity and recognition corre- 
lated, but the arguments which sub- 
Stantiate the one substantiate the 
other. It is an instinct that leads us 
to believe in a hereafter; equally is 
it an instinct which prompts our ex- 
pectation of a reunion there. Go 
where you may, this hope, this lone- 
ing fires the human breast. Plato 
felt it: Virgil recorded it; the Hindu 
finds it in the ancient Code of 
Manu; the Egyptians buried their 
dead in the hope of it, and the In- 
dian has ever looked forward to it 
as one of the assured realities of the 
Happy Hunting Ground. Shall such 
an instinct — universal, primitive, 
dominant—count for nothing? It it 
is valueless here, it is equally value- 
less as an argument for immortality. 

“Reason teaches immortaiity;: rea- 
son also teaches recognition. Where 
was the wisdom of creating these 
relations, enjoining and encovraging 
them, building the “hristian church 


upon them, and giving to them the 
sanctions of the church, if they are 
simply incidental and temporary? 


Where was the fatherhood of God— 


its reality, its sincerity-——-if ties so 
sacred and tender could be severed 
by death? God's relation to His Son, 


and his Son's relation to His Father, 


are constant and unfluctuating, and 
for that reason form an ideal and an 
inspiration; but of what service would 
they be to us, of what influence over 
us, if our Heavenly Father had de- 


nied that same constancy to human 
fatherhood? Where was the signifi- 
cance of the judgment, if a man loses 
hix identit, at death?

is a contradiction; and if we can 
remember one thing, why believe 
that we shall forget another?”

REV. CHESTER FERRIS. 
PARK CONGREGATIONAL. 
EVER LET THIS BE YOUR SLOG 
WHEN IN A RUT, “LAUNCH OUT 
INTO THE DEEP.” 

For the subject of his sermon yes- 
terday morning at Park Congregation- 
al Church, Rev. Chester Ferris, the 
pastor, took “Launch Out Into the 
Deep.“ He sald in part: 

“To the fisherman weary with a 
night's unrewarded toil, Jesus said, 
Leave the shallow water, launch out 
into the deep.’ There their neta were 
filled to the bursting. So this pro- 
moter of man’s fortunes, this enlarg- 
er of life, says to every man tarrying 
in shallow waters, ‘Your craft is too 
large for the shores.’ With the cob- 
bler in his little shop, ‘I open my door 
toward the sea and then I inhabit the 
eternal.” And Columbus, to the fear- 
ful mate in the unknown waters, 
‘Sail on, sail on, sail on.“ And Jesus, 
Child of God, heir of the ages, son of 
life eternal, ‘Launch out into the 
deep.’ Oh, men and women of the 
cramped, monotonous, down-bent life, 
you are meant for more than these. 
You need not change your place, open 
your windows, look up and out into 
the eternal. You need not perhaps 
change your job, be a fellow-worker 
of God. 

“Launch out into the. deep of a 
knowledge of God. How many peo- 
ple have not grown beyond their 
childhood conceptions of God. In all 
else they have grown, bodily and 
mentally. Their views of business 
are larger. their acquaintance with 
books, their knowledge of men and of 
the world. But the knowledge of God 


is alphabetical. It is lisping and 
childish. Your loss here, vast and 
serious. Recall the songs of the 


psalmists as they give the raptures of 
communion with Him. How idle, how 
fatuous, to live in a world that He 
has created and to know so little of 
Him. How miscarried must be the 
efforts of one who knows not the Lord 
of all. How aching the loss of the 
friendship of this Friend of Friends. 
To know Him is life and peace and 
joy eternal. It is to mount up with 
wings as eagles, to run and not be 
weary, to walk and not faint. The 
saintly and good tell us there can be 
no satisfaction, no fellowship, no 
strength, no life, like that lived with 
God. 

“Launch out into the deep of Chris- 
tian service. The charge is true of too 
many churches, ‘they are provincial;’ 
like mountain villages outside the 
streams of the active world; like a 
hamlet on the hilltop, seldom seen of 
the passers-by, not touching the mul- 
titudes of people pressing the hot and 
noisy streets; talking of heaven 
above, rather than bringing heaven 
ag did Jesus, here below; debating 
theories of life after death, instead 
ef abolishing death in Los Angeles; 
striking an isolated, mystical vein of 
human interest, and leaving un- 
touched vast needs and promises in 
human nature; saving a.few people 
from a fancied wreck, rather than 
taking the mighty programme of sav- 
ing the world itself. Every church 
should launch out into the deeps of 
a four-fold campaign: First, attack 
the problem of charities and crimes, 
health and delinquencies; second, civ- 
ic righteousness, clean public office 
and policies, ‘a better city;’ third, 
worship, devotions, the Bible, charac- 
ter: fourth, evangelism, missions, 
church extension.” 


DEAN M’CORMACK. 

ST. PAUL'S PRO-CATHEDRAL. 
4 WEAK BODY LASTS A LIFETIME, BUT 
A WEAK SOUL AN 

ETERNITY. 

At St. Pauls Pro-Cathedral yester- 
day Dean William MacCormack 
preached from the text, Matthew 
xvili-6: “But whogo shall offend one 
of these little ones which believe in 
Me, it were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his neck 
and that he were drowned in the 
depth of the sea.“ le said in part: 

“This is pre-eminently the age of 
the child. That is to say that today 
the child is distinctly in the 
light. No programme of social serv- 
ice in human endeavor is complete 
that does not contain some provision 
for the advancement or betterment of 
the child. 
“This is very forcibly brought to 
our attention when Congress assem- 
bles and the Legislature convenes. 
For somewhere in the programme of 
legislation you will find at least one 
measure that treats of the limitations 
under which many children of tender 
years labor in this land of Christian 
civilization. 
“There are over 800,000 under 14 


‘years of age at work in milis or fac- 


tories or elsewhere in the United 
States of America. My brethren, these 
things ought not to be. It is a seri- 
ous criticism upon the government of 
this country when one child in thir- 
ty is denied its legitimate prerogatives 
and is compelled to spend its tender 
veers without those privileges of free- 
dom that naturally belong to it. It is 
the duty of every citizen and voter 
in this land to raise his voice of pro- 
test against this condition where it 
will do the most good. 

“Rut I confess to just a little im- 
patience to many of these schemes 
that have human redemption for 
their object. I find no fault with the 
thing that the reformer desires to ac- 
complish. But my criticism is that he 
does not go far enough. When you 
have done all that the social service 
worker has in mind to do, what have 
you accomplished? You have made 
the child a first-class animal, nothing 
more. Every plan of social redemp- 
tion that overlooks the fact that each 
individual has a human soul must 
fall very far short of perfection. Then 
many of our people seem to lose sight 
of the fact that these are not the only 
sins against the child. Why is it that 
the girls of our day are growing up 
to womanhood only to tread the prim- 
rose path that leads to sin and 
shame” Is it not because the mother 
has failed to do her full duty of disci- 
pline in the home? 

“Why is it that our young men 
seem to lack the necessary ballast to 
hold them steady when the flerce 
storm of temptation beats upon their 
lives? In very many cases is it not 
that the example of the father has 
heen anything but a wholesome one? 
Sunday morning has been spent on 
the golf course or at the beach or in 
the country, and net in that place 
where God has promised to meet His 
people,

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REV. W. LEON TUCKER. 
CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 
THE CROSS OF CHRIST SHOULD NOT BE 
WORN ONLY ON THE BOSOM BUT 
IN Ir. TOO. 

At Calvary Baptist Church the pas- 
tor, Rev. W. Leon Tucker, spoke yes- 
terday morning “The Cross and 
Christian Conduct.” ; 

“The cross is the place 
Savior was judged in the sinner’s 
stead. It is the place which receives 
all ite demands and where God's holl- 
ness can ask for no more. It is the 
place righteousness is provided and 
mercy manifested. The cross is man- 
Hold in its manifestation and its 
meaning. It is not only potent before 
God in putting away sin, and con- 
serving the very foundations of the 
moral universe, but it is also practical 
for the Christian. The cross bears 
on Christian conduct. The sinner can- 
not work to the cross but the Chris- 
tian works from the cross. The old 
life went to the cross and there died, 
the new life begins at the cross. When 
Christ died He died for our sin and 
when He arose it was apart from our 
sin. He died unto sin once; He liveth 
unto God. The cross of Christ con- 
demns every Christian to be. a saint. 
A Christian who continues in sin 
knows nothing of the cross. The cross 
is death to sin and they who know the 
cross and its blessed results are loosed 
from sin. Christians may fall into 
sin, but if they are Christians they will 
not remain in sin. Those who say 
they are Christians and continue in 
sin have fellowship with that which put 
the Son of God to death on the cross, 
Such fellowship has no part in the 
Christian confession. 

“One cannot think of the cross with- 
out the thought of God's holiness and 
His hatred for sin. There is no sin 
in salvation, but salvation apart from 
sin. What is the greatest enemy of 
Christ and His church? A profess- 
ing Christian who continues in his old 
sins. This man is a mockery and the 
occasion of much stumbling. Non- 
Christians are offended and woe unto 
him by whom the offense cometh! 

“The cross is not only to be worn 
on the bosom, it should be in the 
heart. The cross is not an outward 
symbol, but an inward spirit. One 
who has embraced the cross is indeed 
in Christ and Christ in him. May 
God give us more Christians who have 
come under the power and presence 
of the cross and its redeeming biess- 


“He died for the weakling; He died 
for the irreverent; He died for the 
hostile; He died for the failures; He 
died for the criminals; He died for 
the defiled, and for the condemned 
under wrath; He died for people at 
their worst. 

“Now, if He loved us well enough to 
die for us when we were at our worst, 
what attitude will He have to us now 
that we are justified, now that weak- 
ness has been strengthened by the 
power of God, now that failure has 
become. through Christ, a success, 
now that criminality has become law- 
abiding. now that defilement has be- 
come cleanness, now that condemna- 
tion has been removed.” 


DR. LOCKE. 
FIRST METHODIST EPISCOPAL. 
7 ND AND WIFE AND 
THEow TO MARRIED LIFE A 
CONTINUOUS HONEYMOON. 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke at the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church last 
evening preached. the second of his 
sermons on “How to Have Happy 
Homes.” He said in part: 

“Tf homes are to be happy, chil- 
dren must be sincerely desired and 
tenderly welcome. The Bible says: 
‘Children are an heritage of the 
Lord,’ and the Book pronounces a 
beatitude upon ‘the man who has his 
quiver full of them.“ 

“There is much unhappiness gmong 
married people due to the different 
standards of righteousness which are 
accepted by many persons for men 
and women. There should be a white 
life for the man and the woman be- 
fore and after marriage. 

“The woman's character would be 
gone forever if she were to spend 
some years of her life in sowing wild 
oats. She is sheltered from evil and 
excesses of every sort: and, pure and 
beautiful as a rose, is presented to 
her husband on the wedding day. 
Exactly that standard of purity should 
be required of the young man. Great 
disappointment and unhappiness, 
often sickness and tragedy, follow, be- 
cause the young man brings a defiled 
mind and body to the nuptial altar. 

“The ideal husband should be gal- 
lant, courteous, trustful, sympathetic 
and deferential. He should trust his 
wife with his pocketbook as well as 
with his mending and his cooking. 
Why, I have heard of men who will 
not even trust their wives to go shop- 
ing alone for fear they would spend 
a penny too much, If I were such 
an unfortunate woman I would help 
myself to what belonged to me from 
his pockets after he was asleep and 
snoring. It must be bad enough to 
have to live with a snoring husband, 
but a stingy husband is far more im- 


possible. 

“He should daily bring back to his 
home the bright and not the gloomy 
impressions of the outer world in 
which he mingles. 

“He should be the priest of his own 
family circle. Nothing is too good 
for the good girl who has given her 
life ch him. Marriage ts not a failure 
to the extent that the husband unre- 
mittingly remembers with sacred re- 
gard the vows of the 12 shrine. 

“The woman should likewise aspire 
to be a perfect wife; loving, con- 
tented, provident, domestic, hopeful, 
progressive and patient. She may be 
as learned as Mary Somerville, as 
philanthropic as Elizabeth Fry, as 
true a reformer as Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, and be still as was each of 
these—4 faithful wife. 

“Purgatory would probably be a 
Pleasant and agreeable recreation as 
compared to a home in which the 
wife and mother was from morning 
until night fretful, faultfinding, dis- 
contented, scolding and improvident. 
On the contrary, heaven will not be 
so full of surprises to that man who 
has dwelt in a home with an amiable 
and cheerful wife, whose manners 
and voice and duties are suggestive

His especial and most vigorous 
discharge of abusive adjectives was leveled 
at the loathsome capitalists who decline to 
enter into collective bargaining. He said: 
“At this stage in the world’s develop- 
ment it seems to me utterly futile to 
discuss whether or not labor should 
have the right to bargain collectively 
with capital. We might as well discuss 


corporations should 
refuse to treat except with individual 
employees who are utterly helpless to 
drive a bargain is feudal and barba- 
rous.“ 


Pinchot ignores the fact that there is no 
law or usage that prohibits or interferes 
with collective bargaining. What he really 
advocates is compulsory collective bargain- 
ing. What he really contends for is the 
right of labor to picket and boycott and 
dynamite any employer who declines to 
pursue the practice of collective bargaining, 
who refuses to pay inefficient, lazy, or 
drunken men the same wages he gives to 
competent and industrious men, and who 
selects his own workmen instead of allow- 
— a labor union to make the selection for 

Pinchot continued: 

“If I belonged to the labor class 1 
would spend whatever spare time I had 
strengthening my union and forcing its 

recognition by my employers. For I 

would be well aware that only through 

recognition of the union ig it possible to 
break the system of so-called benevo- 
lent absolutism, by which our great cor- 
porations are taking away every right 
from labor except the right to work at 

a wage large enough ta supply physical 

efficiency.” 

Pinchot is of the opinion that the cause 
of industrial unrest is the fact that there are 
more men than there are jobs. He admits 
that collective bargaining will not create 
jobs and that labor-unionism will not build 
factories. His plan seems to be to have 
labor seize capital by the back of its loath- 
some neck and force it to engage in pro- 
ductive industries that will give employ- 
ment to union labor—the hours and condi- 
tions and wages of labor to be fixed by the 
employed and not by the employer. 


RADE BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES AND RUSSIA. 
A Handbook of Commercial and In- 
dustrial Conditions of Russia, prepared by 
John H. Snodgrass, American Consul-Gen- 
eral at Moscow, has recently been pub- 
lished by the Department of Commerce, 
Washington, and contains statistics and 


‘Information which should be enlightening 


to California business men and manufac- 
turers at the present time. 

In 1912 Russian imports from Germany 
alone amounted to $267,343,700. Who is 
to take Germany's place in supplying Rus- 
sian needs at the close of the present war? 
Even though Germany were able to re- 
sume trade when she gets through fight- 
ing, the feeling in Russia is so bitter 
against Germany and everything German 
that it will be a long time before the old 
trade relations are re-established—if that 
time ever comes. Russia is a vast country, 
which for many years to come must import 
largely manufactured articles and raw 
materials of many classes. Direct water 


communication between the United States 


is possible both by the Baltic Sea and 
Black Sea routes and the Pacific Ocean. 
Opportunity is open to the Pacific Coast 
as well as to the Eastern States. Shall we 
make the most of the opportunities pre- 
sented? 

The entire imports of Russia for the 
year 1912 were $512,708,000, of which 
$44,134,000 is credited to the United States, 
while official reports of exports show a 
valuation of $9,267,000 sent to the United 
States. Of these figures Mr. Snodgrass 
says: 

“The official returns do not find! 
cate the full extent of the commerce 
of the United States with Russia, as 
large quantities of American goods are 
transshipned at European ports or 
sold through agents in other Furopean 
countries. When such goods enter 
Russia, they are credited in the official 
statistics to the countries from which 
thev are last shipped, and not to the 
United States. While this office is un- 
able to obtain definite statistics as to 
the value of America’s exports to Rus- 
sia, it has secured accurate data for 
the past two years as to the value of 
certain articles coming from the United 
States to Russia, such as cotton. aert- 
cultural machinery, leather. and the 
like. It ta estimated conservatively 
that the United States sells not less 
than $50,000,000 a vear in raw cotton, 
and perhaps $15.000.000 of agricultural 
machinery and implements. 

“It is safe to assert that the United 
States sells directly and indirectly to 
this country at least £89.090.990 worth 

of goods annually, and it is believed that 
this trade will come nearer approxi- 
mating $90,000,000 a year. This places 
the United States second, with Ger- 
many first and Great Britain third. 

“In the same way, the extent of 
Russia's export trade to the United 
States is hidden by the fact that a 
large proportion of that trade goes by 
way of other countries and appears in 
the Russſon customs eures as dee 
tined for those countries. The great 
part of the export trade of Russia is 
controlled be Germans, who bare 
strong connections in the United 
States. and many o. their principal 
shipments are sent by Hambure and 
Bremen and consequentiy enter Amer- 
ican ports as German goods. This is 


espectaliy true of hides, wool and 
caviar.”

In regard to the importation of fruit, 
Mr. Snodgrass reports that considerable 
quantities of dried and evaporated fruits 
are imported into Russia. 
are imported chiefly from Rochester, N. V., 
and other dried fruits, chiefly prunes, apri- 


As yet Russia lacks the modern appliances 
for the production of dried fruit that are 
used in the United States and also the 
skilled laborers, which explains the absence 
of domestic dried fruit in the market. A 
considerable amount of dried fruit is im- 
ported by way of Hamburg and sold by 
Hamburg firms. These imports are indi- 
cated as coming from Germany. The direct 
imports from California are small. As a 
rule American dried fruit is imported in 
cases containing 12% kilos, net weight 
(27%4 pounds;) dried fruit from Hamburg 
is in cases weighing 20% pounds, net. 
Prices for dried fruit depend upon the 
prices in America, except in the case of 
prunes. The wholesale prices per pound 
for fancy grade dried fruits in March and 
April, 1913, were: Apricots, 18 to 19 cents; 
apples, 13 to 15 cents; pears, 18 to 18% 
cents; peaches, 14% to 15 cents; prunes, 8 
to 13 cents. First-class firms do not deal 
in low grades and it is considered that 
fancy fruit finds a readier sale than low 
grades. Dried and evaporated fruits are 
becoming popylar with the public and if 
the prices could be lowered, the goods re- 
maining satisfactory, a brisk sale could 
be guaranteed. The duty on dried fruits, 
without sugar, is about 6 cents per pound. 
On prunes it is about 2 cents.” 
Of the cotton market it is said: 
“Notwithstanding the steady increase 
in the output of Russian cotton, the 
demands of the manufacturers are still 
unsatisfied and about one-half of the 
raw cotton consumed in the empire 
comes from abroad, principally from 
the United States. Of the 1,692,900 
bales (600 pounds each) used by Rus- 
sian cotton mills in 1911, 828.000 bales 
were Russian, 648,000 American, 216. 
000 bales from other countries. Both 
the government and private enterprise 
are making strong effort to Increase the 
cotton output; but the extension of the 
cotton- growing area of Russia is almost 
entirely dependent upon the develop- 
ment of irrigation systems in available 
regions. While many projects are 
planned for this purpose, the actual 
extension of the Irrigated area has been 


small.” 
It would appear that Russia might well 


afford a market for Imperial county cotton. 
This would be especially the case when 
transportation facilities via Vladivostok 
are improved.

He has hunted al) over 
the Angeles Reserve and he is thor- 
oughly acquainted with the country. 
He backs his technical knowl 
with the experience of actual condi-

GAME “SANCTUARIES.” . 
Even in Africa, the greatest big 
game country in the world, it has been 
necessary to provide refuges for wild 


14,000 square miles have set 
aside for the protection of the wild 
beasts. Hunting is prohibited in these 


and afford hunting that 
draws n from. every part of 
the world. Incidentally, this wise pro- 
vision of the British government has 
kept a a rich 

supply. 

Oregon has already established 
many game refuges. Accurate reports, 
however, of the results accomplished 


“The present laws for the preserva- 
tion of game in the south are not suf- 
ficient, and the reason is this: the 
breeding stock has fallen below the 
safety margin. Enough game is not 
produced each year to make up for the 
ravages of the hunters and predatory 
animals. And, added to the low pro- 
duction, is the destruction of the 
breeding animals themselves. Thus, 
instead of having more game, we have 
reached a state where we ere killing 
off the very source of supply. 

“Out of every hundred animals pro- 
duced there is a certain number which 
would not survive urfder any normal 
condition. Some are killed by other 
animals, some die, in one way or un- 
other a certain percentage drop off. 
It is much better for every one that 
hunters should get this number which 
are certain to die than for them to 
succumb by nature’s processes. That 
is the great justification for open sea- 


sons. 

“But when a situation arises, as 
has arisen in the south, whers not 
only is the legitimate percentage be- 
ing killed, but heavy inroads are 
made on the breeding stock, it is 
matter of concern for every sports- 
man. In the Angeles Reserve we are 
killing both offspring and parent. We 
are trying to maintain a stock yard 
by killing off our brood animals. 


A GAME REFUGE. 


“Preventing all hunting in the An- 
geles Reserve, except for predatory 
animals, will restock this district to 
a great extent in ten years. I d- not 
favor the setting aside of small areas. 
The situation is too acute for that. 

“The proximity of Los Angeles with 
her thousands of hunters, and the ease 
with which the Sterra Madres are 
reached, makes the need of a refuge 
in the Angeles Reserve especially im- 
portant. Nowhere else in the State 
is access to the game country so easy 
for thousands. Each deer season the 
hills are filled with hopeful nimrods. 
Thousands pass over the Wilson and 
Sturtevant trails, or up the Arroyo 
Seco into the back country which is 
the home of the big game. The num-. 
ber of hunters is what has brought | 
about the present condition of big 
game in the south. 

A FALLACY. 


“Tt is a fallacy to think that the 
game exists plentifully tn the closed 
season, and then, miraculously, disap- 
pears when the season opens. The 
trouble is that there is none for any 
season. 

“The only way tn which we can get | 
game to be plentiful in the south Is 
to increase the breeding stock. That 
can be done by giving them a place 
of refuge.” 

An investigation into statistics pub- 
lished by the Fish and Game Com- 
mission reveals interesting facts. The 
figures Go not bear out the claim that 
it is not the hunter but the mountain 
lion that is killing off the deer. Judg- 
ing from reports of bounties paid by 
the State. the mountain lion is about 
as scarce as the saber-toothed tiger 
in the ‘southern mountains. During 
the fiscal years 1907 to 1914 boun- 
tles were paid on just fifteen lions 
killed tn Los Angeles county.
